| Alberta Coal 


Production Up 


EDMONTON.—Alberta’s coal pro- 
duction in 1948 was 8,111,000 tans, 
36,400 tons over that of 1947, accord- 
ing to a report issued by Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, Minister of Lands and Mines, 
despite a shortage of box cars and 
an extended strike last February. In- 
crease was valued at $5,557,700. 

There was a decrease of 103,166 
man-shifts from. the 1947 figure of 
1,998,000, Nearly’ 10,000 men were 
listed as coal mine employees in De- 
cember, 1948. 


Of the total output, the railroads 
took 2,312,000 tons, Alberta custom- 
ers 1,393,000, B.C. 945,000 and Mani- 
toba 625,000. As much coal was 
shipped to Japan as was taken by 
Ontario about 201,000 tons.

The 
cistern will hold about 62 barrels of 
water or about 2,000 gallons. In a 
circular cistern this would require 
one 7 feet in inside diameter and 
about 8 feet deep below the level.of 
the overflow pipe. 

To make such a cistern the walls 
should be about 6 inches thick, Us- 
ually an outside form is not néces- 
sary, the excavation being made as 
true as possible and inside forms 
only being used. It is usually best 
to hang strips of building paper down 
over the edge of the excavation while 
concrete is placed, to keep soil from 
falling: into the concrete. Circular 
forms for: the inside, about 2 feet 
high, can be used and these should 
be made in two halves with wedge 
shaped. blocks between the _ two 
halves, so that the forms can readily 
be removed after removing the 
blocks, to permit them to be raised 
to higher positions when the lower 
portion of the wall has hardened suf- 
ficiently.

WINNIPEG.—A survey now is 
being made of a gas pipeline 
route to bring natural gas from 
oil and gas tields of Alberta to 
Winnipeg and St. Boniface, 
Man., L. D. M. Baxter said.

Explorers and pioneers who. pene- 
trated North America’s forest-lined 
rivers little dreamed that pulp and 
paper would some day be among the 
most esteemed products of those for- 
ests to serve a world requiring paper 
and other pulp products to, carry on 
its complex and diversified business. 

' Barly settlers who chopped down 
and. burned enormous quantities of 
trees to clear ground for raising 
crops could not have known that by 
1949 their watseful policies and prac- 
tices would have destroyed so much 
of’ the forests that shortages of for- 
est products: would become a major 
concern among nations. 

The Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization of the United Nations, whose 
headquarters) are in Washington, 
opened a Preparatory Conference on 
world pulp problems in Montreal 
with delegates or observers present 
from the world’s major paper pro- 
ducing ‘and consuming countries, 

F.A.0.’s conference in Washington 
last November authorized this meet- 
ing. of experts on pulp problems and 
expressed appreciation for..the co- 
operation .ef the Canadian govern- 
ment and the Canadian Pulp and 
Paper association in inviting the first 
international session on this impor- 
tant subject to convene in Canada’s 
largest city. 

, Its Purpose 

“The main purpose of the propos- 
ed conference in Montreal,” accord- 
ing to the F.A.O., “is to give experts 
in the field of pulp production and 
distribution an opportunity to review 
the world position of this important 
commodity and yto decide whether 
any steps are ed to achieve, both 
for ‘immediate and the most distant 
future, the necessary equilibrium be- 
tween requirements and supplies.” 

Pulp and paper problems may seem 
remote to you until you consider 
their vital role, in modern living. 

. Paper, for example, is one of life’s 
vital necessities, Newspapers, mag- 
azines and books are printed on it. 

‘Walls are decorated with it, pack- 
ages wrapped in it, and numerous 
commodities. manufactured from it.

Saving Space 

Space can be saved with larger 
growing vegetables by following a 
few tricks of. the’ experienced gar- 
deners. Take tomatoes, for example. 
If left alone to grdW the natural way 
these plants will need a full 24 inches 
at least each way and, better still, 
30 inches or a yard. However, if 
they are staked, they can be grown 
about 15 to 18 inches apart and bet- 
ter, earlier and cleaner fruit will be 
produced. Stakes should be about 


jsix feet long’ and firmly driven at 


least a-foot'in the soil close to the 
plant. All side shoots are nipped 
off and growth confined to a single 
shoot. Care must be taken not to 
pinch off flowers which will come at 
every joint in the main-stem. The 
latter should be tied loosely to the 
stake with soft twine or raffia about 
every. foot. 

Melons, squash and other climbing 
or trailing things will take up less 
valuable space if planted around the 
outside of the main garden. ‘They 
can trail over paths or even fences. 
Most of these; however, require as 
much sun \as possible, as well as 
good, rich, open soil. Incidentally, 
around the outside of the garden and 
especially the North a: ~ ‘West side, 
is the place for the fruit trees. Here 
they are out of the way and they 
will not shade the garden. 


Spread Out Annua!s 

With bedding plants like petunias, 
asters, cosmos, marigolds, etc., most 
amateurs make the same mistake as 
they make with shrubs and trees— 
they plant them too close together. 
This is not only expensive but it re- 
sults in less bloom and poor, spindly 
growth. 

It is. really surprising how mitch 
Space a well-grown petunia, nastur- 
tium or any other of these plants 
Instead .of putting the 
larger sorts six to eight inches apart 
the experts advocate a foot or even 
two. This will allow easier cultiva- 
tion which, of course, is vital . and 
encourage the plant to spread and 
grow sturdily. In a few weeks these 
annuals will have occupied all the 
space between. For very long heds 
such as those along driveways, pe- 
tunias, zinnias, cosmos, big mari- 
golds, etc., are often planted in' wavy 
rows far enough apart to permit 
tractor cultivation fdér the first week 
or two, By mid-July they will be 
making a wonderful show. ‘ 


Keep Planting 


Beans, lettuce, carrots and beets 
can be planted at intervals right up 
to early July with still. good’ pros- 
pects of a crop. Where Fall climate 
is mild and moist peas can be sown 
for. an Autumn crop in late July. 
Turnips are usually sown in early 
June.

It. was 
decided there that Canada should 
build ‘the héeayy. water -pile whith 
now allows her to conduct experi- 
ments: “of the greatest importance” 
which cannot be duplicated else- 
where, Some of those tests were 
made for the United States._ 

Many “knowledgeable people” feel 
that radioactive: piles—alone will 
“yet repay many fold all the rather 
large expenditures made to date on 


atomic developments.” They are used — 


in varied research and in industrial 
and ‘metallurgical “control operations. 


In the field of raw materials, “it 


may very well be that Canada’s con- 
tribution in uranium and uranium's 
contrfbution to the economic pros- 
perity of Canada may some day solve 
many of our problems.” 

Cufrently, said Dr. Mackenzie, 
“there is a growing knowledge of re-

Well, if you really did see a flying 
saucer—and ‘some of your _ best 
friends may believe you—have you 
any proof it wasn’t an extrater- 
restrial animal? 

There’s, the rub—you can't prove 
it. 

Even United States Air Force in- 
telligence officers admit they're baf- 
fled by some of the 270 “flying sau- 

- cers” people claim to have seen in 
the last couple of years. They've 


1952 Olympics 
Will Be Bigger 


ROME.—The program for the 1952 
Olympic Games will be expanded, 
rather than trimmed down. 

That was settled by the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee recently. 
Next important item on the agenda 
is the selection or the site for the 
1956 games. Finland is host for the 
mext summer games in 1952. 
‘summer ganres in 1952. 

Among those making spirited bids 
for that award are Detroit, Mel- 
bourne, Buenos Aires and Mexico 
City. 

Secret discussions regarding a 
proposal to cut the 1952 program re- 
sulted in the I.0.C. voting it down. 
Actually, two winter sports were 
added but otherwise only _ minor} 
changes of an administrative nature 
were made, 

The winter sports to be added at 
Oslo in 1952 ate curling, dropped | 
since 1936, and the northern ski | 
game of orientation, a Beandinavidn | 
suggestion. 

Some countries sought reimburse- | 
ment allowances for ‘athletes losing 
pay in their jobs while representing 
their state at the games. However, 
the I.0.C. stood on its present pure 
amateur policy and refused to per- 


found reasonable explanations for a 
majority of them but some 40 per 
cent. of the high-flying objects still 
are listed as “officially unidentified”. 

In searching for answers, these 
experts say, they considered the re- 
mote possibility of extraterrestial 
animals. 

That definition, says the diction- 
ary, is an all-embracing term for 
animals “originating or existing out- 
side the earth or its atmosphere.” 

That's all the dictionary does say, 
though, nothing about height, weight, 
width, feet, wings, Nothing nice and 
specific like that. 

The Air Force, in an Official re- 
port in its investigation of flying 
saucer phenomena, leaves no impres- 
sion that it spent. long-hours on the 
extraterrestrial - animal angle. It 
doesn't squelch the whole idea but 
it holds the comment to a minimum: 

“The possible existence of some 
sort of strange extraterrestrial ani- 
mals has also been remotely consid- 
ered, as many of the objects describ- 
ed acted more like animals than any- 
thing else. However, there are few 
reliable reports on extraterrestrial 
animals.” : 

Here’s what a prospector says he 
saw at 5,000 feet in the Cascade 
Mountains of the west coast: five or 
six objects, 30. feet in diameter, 
rounded, tailed, noiseless and not fly- 
ing in formation. 

Here’s what two children say they 
saw at Hamel, Minn.: “A strange ob- 
ject which hit the ground, spun 
around once, made a whistling noise 
and then shot straight up into the 
sky about 20 feet, stopped again and 
made more whistling noises, man-

HEALTH 


Vacation Resorts 
Should Serve Only 
Pasteurized Milk 


It's a far cry to summer vacation 
for most people, but holiday resort 
operators are.on the job already, 
making preparations for another sea- 
son of looking after the needs of 
vacationists and tourists. 

In this connection, the Health 
League of Canada has issued its an- 
nual appeal to resort operators to 
make sure they serve their guests 
pasteurized milk—the only safe milk. 
It is thought that the vast majority 
of resorts do serve pasteurized milk 
in thé interests of the guests’ health, 
but the possibility exists there are. 
many places where the owners do 
not realize that raw milk endangers 
their visitors. 

They do not know that raw, or.-- 
unpasteurized, milk can contain 
germs which cause such diseases as 
bovine tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
typhoid fever, paratyphoid, and dys- 
entery.. The Health League believes 
that once these resort operators 
realize the facts they will do every- 
thing in their power to obtain regu- 
lar supplies of safe milk—even if 
they have to do their own pasteuriz- 
ing. 

For the benefit of resort operators 
who do ‘serve pasteurized milk, the 
Health League has prepared bulletin- 
board cards which proclaim that in 
the health ,interest of the guests, 
only -pasteurized milk is served in 
that particular resort. These cards’ 
are obtainable, free of charge, from 
the Health League of Canada, 111 
Avenue Road, Toronto 5, Ont., which 
also can supply information on home 
pasteurizing methods, Resorts which 
apply for-the cards are placed on 
the Health League’s list supplied to 
enquiring holidayers,
